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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are not pursasive because 
the cited art in combination teaches the apparatus as claimed. Rienmueller teaches an apparatus for identifying a specific airflow 
direction and lung volume (8; col. 2, lines 3-4); an apparatus for suspending patient ventialtion (14; col. 2, lines 12-19); and an apparatus 
for administering radiation therapy during suspension of patient ventilation (1 ; col. 1 , lines 63-65). Nord teaches a ventilator assembly (fig. 
1) having a first selectively operable valve adapted to control inhalation (10; col. 2, lines 51-52) and a second selectively operable valve 
adapted to control exhalation (20; col. 2, lines 63-65). Motivation to combine is found throughout the Nord reference, e.i., col. 1 , lines 31- 
36; col. Uines 55-57; col. 2, lines 65-67; col. 4, lines 40-47 . 
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
